Jubilant Hitler received a 
98 percent vote of the Saar- 
Jand’s German - speaking 
population inviting him to 
take possession of this rich

The world was full of 
anxiety about  that~ first 
referendum. An _ inter- 
national police corps was 
sent in to keep order—troops 
from Hrituin, Holland, Italy 
and Switzerland. 


European Dream 


And now here I am in the 
Saarland once again to take 
a look at the new Saar 
referendum, due on October 
23,

Ground at Sookunpoo has ‘been 
used reeently for purposes other 
than football and the normally 
rich ‘turf has suffered  con- 
siderably.

The entire proceedings in the Buraimi 
Oasis dispute were suspended here today, 
following the resignation of Sir Reader 
Bullard, the Ryitish member of the five- 
judge International Arbitration Tribunal. . 
_ Sir Reader Bullard, who is 70, is a 
retired British diplomat who had many 
years’ service in the Middle East. 


He declired In a statement 
which he read to the Tribunal 
today that he was resigning on 
the grounds that Sheik Yusuf 
Yasin, the Saud) Arabian no- 
minee on the Tribunal, had 
“hopelessly compromised ‘the 
position of the Tribunal” by 
his conduct. 

After reading his statement 
out to the Tribunal, Sir Reader 
Bullard left the chamber, 

His statement sald: 

“T have always felt uncasy 
about — the tion of Sheik 
Yusuf Yasin Jn connection with 
these proceedings, but I had 
not ' realised until yesterday 
when Sheilc Yusuf Yasin openly 
asserted the fact that he himself 
was the Saudi Arabian official 
In charge of affairs at Buraimi 
and that he accepted’ full 
responsibility for the conduct of 
Quercishi (the Saudi Arabian 
political officer for the area). 


Became Clear 

“Moreover, in tho last few 
days, it has become abundantly 
clear that Shelk Yusuf Yasin is 
jn fact ‘In effective control. of 
the conduct of the proceedings 
on behalf of the Saudi Arabian 
Government and is representing 
that yovernment on this 
Tribunal rather thun acting os an 
impartial arbitrator, 

“It has been established .that 
the first thing Quere!shi did on 
reaching Geneva was to ste 
Sheik Yusuf Yasin ond the sub- 
pequent course of events leaves 
no doubt in my mind that the 
Sheik saw fit to brief him as to 
his evidence und conduct before 
the Tribunal. This I regard as 
completely vitiating tha whole 
proceedings. : 
. “I have aways regarded my 
own position as one of com- 
plete independence of the British 
Government and this. { know, 
is the positlon which the 
British Government desired me 
to occupy.” 

He added he 
esscntlal that 
the arbitration 
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regarded it “as 
cach member of 
tribunal should 
feel completely at liberty to 
give any decision he thinks 
right, including one against 
his own government, 

"Tl am afraid the position of 
the Tribunal hos been hopeless- 
ly compromised by the conduct 
of Sheik Yusuf Yasin and by 
other distasteful matters which 
have come to notice.
